DEATH OF REV.DR. MAURICE MAYER.

Wae were pained to learn on Saturday evening the
sudden death of the above named getleman, at his
residence in New York, on Wednesday Inst. We
rogret not having tho requisite material at hand
for a full sketeh of the life of the deceased,

Dr. Mavrice Maver was born in Durkheim, in
the Palalinate (Rhenish Bavarin), about the year
1825, and there reecived his elementary education.
Giving early promise of a quick ind sprightly
mind, his parents made great efforts to procure
for him the advantagus of a liberal education. He
passed throngh the Gymuasivm in Spires, and
then, we believe, entered the University ot Mu-
nich, whern he flnished his liberal studies. He
subsequently studied law at Heidelverg, and after
having obtained his degree, returned to the place
of his birth, a small Palatine town, where he pro-
posed to establish himself in the practice of the
law. A cotemporary, who knew him at that time,
tells us that, notwithstanding. the prejudice still
prevalentin that country againsi those of the
Jewish faith, Dr. Mavee epjoyed the estoem
of the entire community, and had the enfreeinto
the best sogiety of the Plalz.

Unfortunately for lus future carveey, he became
involvod in (he political troublos that resulted in
the revolution of 1848, With a commanding in-
tollect, a fiery enthusiasm, and unparalleled
energy, be took a very active part in the struggle,
and when his party suffored a final defeat in the
fall of Rastadt, in 1549, he, with meny others, was
captured, and tried for high ireason. Upon his
acquittal of this erime he was indicted for some -
minor State-offence, the exact technical term of
which wo donot now recollect. Ho was found
guilty, and sentenced to imprisonment for o term
of years, but the penalty was afterwards commut-
od to banishment, when he emigrated to the Unil-
ed States about the yoar 1830,

While in New York, if we have boen correctly
informed, he preparcd for the ministry, and in
1853 was called to the congrogation Belh Elohim,
worshipping in the Hasel street Synagogue in
this citv. In 1854 he married Miss OTroLENGuUI,
of this eity. In 1839 he returned to New York,
where he resided up to the period of his death,
engaged in the practice of the law, and in literary
pwrsnits. In religior, as in politics, be was o
Liberal; & rationalist in his views of biblical
Lermencutics, and by no means orthodox in his
opinions of the Mosaic crecd. The oflice and
duties of tho ministry, therefore, we have reason
to believe were distasteful to him ; and cothing
could induce him to resume its functions after ho
had resigned his position in this city.

Dr. Mayer was a fino scholar. Ho had enjoyed
the advantages of the best schools in Germany,
and with superior meatal endowmonts, and fine
literary taste, be inyariably strove to make the
most of his opporlunities. He was a good linguist.
His familiarity with the classics was such ss is
only attained by a thorough European training.
Heo was o fine Hebrew gcholar, and spoke and
wrote tho German, his native language, with re-
markable grace, eleganco aud beauty of diction.
Ho was master also of the Freneh, English, and
other modern tongues, For years he contributed
froely to the Jewish periodieals of the United
States and of Germauy, and his articles were
always woll rozeived both by editors and readers,
He translated many works from German into Eng-
lish, and, we belicve, at the time of his death wns
engaged in an important work of this character.
Ur. Maver was of a fine personal presence,
amiable in chgracter, of thorough goodness of
heart, and pleasant in manner. MHence he was
well received in every sphere of life or society with
which his chequered career brought him iy pon-
swet. His friends are to be found throughout the
United States. During the past few years he has
held the office of “Grand Maskir" (Secrctary) of
the Order of B'sar B'riva, a secret Jewish organi-
zation, extending throughout the United States.
Ho had rendered valuakle pervices in the estab-
lishment of this Order, and its mgmbers every-
where will hold his momory dear, The B'war
B'rrra lodges in New York charged themselves
with his burial, and interred him with all the hon-
ors the simple Jessish ritnal permits of,

Dr. Maxer leaves an afflicted widow to mourn
his loss,

A comreesroxpeNT of the Indisnapolis Journal,
in deseribing the Royal Bavarian Foundery, at
Munich, says ;: “Wo were surprised to see here
such a lmge vamber of models of slatues from
the hands of American sculptors, already erccted
in, or destined to be evecled in various cities of
our country. Prominent among these models is
Urawrorb's large equestrian statue of Wasui¥a-
tox, which is being put up in one of the publie
squares in Richmond, Va. The four smaller fig-
ures which are to surround the colossal statue of
the fathor of our country bave not yet been ship-
ped to Amceriea; however, when the whole work is
unee completed, it muy well constitute the boast
and pride of the Virginia espital, Another fino
work of art i Hanerer Hosaer's statue of
Geroral  Lestos,  which  was  modelled in
Row -, and is to be erceted in St Louis, Missouri.
Amoni other models of statues here seen is
Joen Hawr's Henry Cley, to be erceted in New
Orlesns; CrawrForDp's Beethoviay, o bo erecled in
Boston, and three by Rogees, viz. : The Soldior’s
Monument, for Cineinnati, the large bronze doors
for the capitol nt Washington, and Gen. Bolivar,
for South America. Nearly all these models are
cxvented in Rome, which has become the resi-
detesal the majority of the American seulptors,
1L 18 uot, a8 crroneously supposed, that they may
have the patterus of antignity before their eyos,
that they resids in Rome, but sumply beesuse
good and skilful workmen can thero bo had at
three times cheaper wages than in any otber
place. Hence our senlptors there bire others to
do the rough part of the work for them, and just
before the models are completed take them into
their own hands, in order, ag il is known, to give
them their finishing touch. OF the other models
here exhibited I need not speak. Suffice it to say
that the work of Americans compares very favora-
bly with those of the most celebrated European
senlptors. >

NEGRO BONDS.

U. 8. Districr Court, for Western District of
South Caroling, at Greenville, August Term, 1867.
Thursday, August 22, 1867,

[Through the politeness of Messrs. Epping and
PrmxGLE, we were furnished with full proceedings
of the Court up to Fricay, but thiough & presa of
matter wzre unable to publish it in our Saturday’s
issne. We make room this morning for the follow-
mg interesting account of a trial of a case of
“negro bonds ]

Thomas B. Agnew, Assigneo, vs. Simpson Bobo.
This was an action on a note given for the pur-
chaso money of a negro slave sold by Mrs. Wofford
to the defendant in 1858, and warranted by her at
that time to be sound and a slave for life. Note
for $1000, interest annually, due in 1800, was as-
signed to plaintiff,

The defence relied upon was a failure of conside-
ration in that the nmegro, warranted to be a slave
for life, is still alive but had been made free. And
also upon payment—the debt being sequestered
by the Government of the Confederate States as
the proporty of an alicn enemy, was paid under
compulsion of that Governmont, while at war with
the United States. Hon. B. F. Perry, Esq., ap-
peared for tho plaintiff. The defense was conduct-
ed by Mesars. J. P. Reed and Bobo. The cage was
referred to a jury and ably and fully argued by the
counsel on both sides.

In his charge, the Judge said, substantially:
the amount is small; the principle of overwhelm-
ing magnitude. I should gladly have escaped
from the considerstion of this case. The settle-
ment of the question, however it be settled, will
carry desolation and poverty home to some one.
Great investments lie in bonds and notes given
for the purchase money of negroes. In these,
women and children have staked their all. The
question is, who shall bear the loss? Povert and
bardship must come. In my opinion, the hard-
ship must be borne by those who had the misfor-
{une to be owners. Itdoes not fall within the
province of the Court to adjust and equalize the
burdens of the war. That office rather belongs to
o legislative tribunal. Abolition grew out of the
war—the position of th-se Beuthern Btates in the
war they waged against the Government. Negroes
were employed in many of the essential elements
of the war; they created subgistence for the
armies, erected fortifications, and, in fact, consti-
tuted the industrial basis of the great conflict.
The abolition of slavery thus became a military

ity; ipation an inevitable moral result
of the war. These Btates could not be recognized
until they had recognized what the war had
effected.

It was competent for the United States to deal
with slaves just ss with any other personal
property. The owner must suffer, Who suffered
when mules or horses were taken? or cotton burnt
or lifted, or ships caplured at sea? Who, but the
owner of such property ? But the laws of property,
regulating the relationship of debtor and creditor.
in the matter of the mules, shipa or cotion, were
not abrogated. Debts or balances due on the pur-
chiase of such mules, ships or cotton were not can-
celled. The debtors wera not released. Their obli-
gations remain in force at this day. The seller
never made a guarantee against the action of war.
Take the case of land. A. owns a fee simple, He
sells and conveys the title ho got, placing the pur-
chaser in posseéssion of all the incidents of owner-
ship with which he himself had been invested. If
the State in the exercise of 1ts right of eminent
domain should take the fee for public uses, the
seller malkes no guarantee against tho Stata; he
ia not liable for acts of th2 Btate or against con-
fiscation of the United States. Inthis csse, the
ground of defense, failuro of consideration, does
not therofore appear to be made out ; the warranty
was in every view good at the time it was given,
its subsequént failure was due to canses for which
the seller of the negro was in no wise nsible.
‘The other ground of defense, payment by com-
pulsion under the Sequestration Law of the Con-
tederate Giovornment, is equally untenable. That
Government never had o legal existence, and pay-
ment of the debt under its regulations was there-
fore void.

Under these instructions the jury retired, and
soon returned with the following verdict: “We
find for the Plaintiff sixteen hundred and fifty-one
dollars and five cents,” the full amount with in-
erest.

The Greenville Enlerprisehas the following com-
ments on this case : ’

Desrs For NEGROES.—Last week we reported
the case of Agnew "s. Bobo, decided before Judge
Bryan, at this Court, which was an action upon &
note given in 1838, for & negro; the nole being
held by & New Yorker, under the direction of the
Court, 2 verdiet was given for the entire debt.
The case was defendod with great ability, and, ac-
cording to our humble oPinion, bé‘ the most trium-
phant argument, by J. ». Reid, Esq., the Solicitor
of this Circuit, who maintained that conlraots not
having been executed, and the law of the land
making it now criminal to hold a slave, no Court
conld enforce a contract now remaining executory,
Cases of this kind have not yet reached the
Supreme Court of the United States, and the zase
we speak of being under two thousand dollars, no
appeal can be taken, so the verdict of the jury as
to it is final. 'This is to be regretted, as wo think
1t most probable that the Bupreme Court would
lecide the case sgainst the enforcoment, at this
time, of contracts for ncgroes, upon the samo
grounds that the Supreme Court of Louisiana has
decidel. We are constramned to bolieve 80, becausc
the analogous cases support Lhat decision, that
where the law supporting a contract is repealed,
the contract goes with 1t, more especially when the
very consideration of the contract becomes abso-
lutely criminal as well as void, .
Whether the pleintiff is entitled pay for the ser-
vices of a negro up to the time of emancipation, is
anothier question. Natural justice would seem to
require this much certainly, we think no more,
Th= power of States and Governments to emanci-
pato slaves, has always been claimed and exercised,
und whenever that Dﬁowm- wus put 1n foree, the
State and the United Stales asserted their para-
mount right and tifle to control the services of
slaves. After they have done this, it would seem
injustice in thnamowera. through a court, or any
other instrumentality, to compel any man to pay
for the life-timo services of a negro, when these
same powers, Btate and Federal, civil and military,
would terribly punisi him if be dared to claim
those services, ;

We think Gencral 8ickles, in suspending all suits
for negro debts, has shown s wise forecast, and
that s Dgrocaadmga in this regard will be fully
vindicatod herenfter by every department of gov-
ernment, both State and Federal. Coutracts for
slaves, unperformed, must perish with slavery
itself.

There is no doubt but Prussia has, in some in-
stances, used her advantage with unnecessary
harshness. In her dealing with Lier sister Statcs
she has often been as im&mt’ideut ag she was in-
consistent and unfair. The policy which spared
Bavaria was hardly justified in sacrificing Hano-
ver. A movement, also, for which nationulity at-
forded the original | retext, shonld have been car-
ried on with greater regard to national Hriuoiplns.
Thera was unnecessary harshness in Connt Bis-
marck’s dealing with tho Polish deputies from
Posen ; and in his conduct tow Denmark
with respect to the Danish districts of North
Schleswig ho was i:.dzy not only of a breach of
faith, but also of a flagrant oulrage against Enro-
pean opinion. A moré generous as well a5 o
more effiment means for Prussia to rally all Ger-
many round her standard would be the promoticn
of such sound, liberal msc%&utions as might befit
one of the most advanced, no less than most
orderly, of European races.

The German papers 8ay that the King of Prussia
on_h:.g way o Cassel was everywhore cordially re-
caived.
